not the prisoner himself, must be the 
final judge of any departure from the 
strict rule that he must not inform and 
that he must not collaborate with the 
enemy. 
To have admitted that the prisoner

All the Committee was able to say to 
the soldier was: Insist on the Geneva 
Conventions although your captors re 
ject them, and when you come home a 
military board will decide whetner it 
thinks you insisted hard enough As 
the Committee did not say, because no 
one can say, how hard shall be regarded 
as hard enough, they had no real-solu- 
tion: to the problem. 

Let us ask whether the reason why 
their problem was insoluble was because 
it was incorrectly posed, I think it was, 
in the sense that they treated it as a 
problem of the individual prisoner rather 
than of the governments. 

Under the Hague regulations of 1907 
and the Geneva Conventions of 1929 and 
199 a prisoner had rights which his 
captors were obligated to respect. Among 
them is the prisoner’s right not to be 
asked to tell more than his name, rank, 
date of birth, and serial number 

These conventions are a code for the 
conduct of governments. They do not 
suppose that the prisoner will be able to 
compel his captors to observe the code, 
They do suppose that he will be able to 
complain to a neutral power which will 
then induce ‘the captor to behave him- 
self—under penalty of losing face in the 
civilized world. 

FUNDAMENTAL ASSUMPTION 


Underlying all this there was the 
fundamental assumption to which for 
serie sMituries xi tae governed: sabe: 
scribed—namely, that though they were 
at war, they never ceaséd to belong to 
the same civilized community, and that 
when the war was over they would agaia 
be living and working together. 

Even in war they were not irre 
concilably opposed, nor were they sepa- 
rated from mankind by an iron curtain, 
During the best periods of the modern 
age the doctrine of total war, with un- 
conditional] surrender as its objective and 
revolution as its consequence, was out 
of fashion. 

The Hague and the Geneva Conven- 
tions reflect the time—that of the century 
before the world wars—when war was 
fought for limited ends because ail the 
belligerents belonged to the same com- 
munity. 

The solution of the problem of the 
prisoners of war depends upon-how far 
it is possible to go in restoring a com- 
mon community of mankind. What hap- 
pened in Korea could not have happened 
as a general practice had the Korean and 
Chinese communists regarded themselves 
as belonging to the international soc'ety 
and obligated therefore to let neutrals be 
present to observe the treatment of the 
prisoners 

For this reason we should prepare~ 
the ground for a re-examination—in the 
new climate of Geneva—of the whole 
problem, There is no real contradiction 
in discussing the rules of warfare, as 
we are discussing the regulation of 
armaments, while we are engaged in 
negotiating to prevent war. 

Wisely directed, such an international 
study would be another demonstration 
against the irreconcilable division of 
mankind,

In Using Peat Moss 


Peat moss and peat moss ‘pro- 
ducts are good to use in the 
garden, but like all good things 

, they must be 
used with 
cretion if 
are to do 
good. than harm 

There are two 
things to remem 
ber regarding 
straight moss 
and those pro 
ducts composed 
mainly of peat 

dack moss: 

(1) Peat moss is not a plant 
food and it is not intended to 
take the place of soil; 

(2) Peat moss is dehydrated 
before it is packed in order to 
reduce shipping weight, and the 
moisture must be replaced be 
fore it is used. 

The percentage of peat moss 
to be used for different garden 
ing jobs is usually stated on the 
container. It varies from 10 
per cent to 50 per cent, and this 
indicates it should be mixed with 
from 50 to 90 per cent soil.
